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Anyone who can handle a screw-driver, a level 
and a hammer can install Elgin Cabinets. Wood 
grounds are mounted on the surface of the wall 
to support wall cabinets which are then screwed 
into place. Base cabinets are placed on top of 
two-by-fours or steel sub-bases and bolted together. 
Fillers can be inserted to take up odd spaces, pre- 
serving the unbroken front of the cabinets. 

The initial cost of Elgin Steel Cabinets may be 
slightly more than that of wood cabinets, but the 
total cost may be less when you add to the initial 
wood cost hardware, labor and painting.

^\ Quietness of operation is secured by the insulation of door 
and drawer fronts and the placing of rubber bumpers at all 
points where metal meets metal (except where it is welded or 
bolted together). Shelves are specially constructed to give extra 
rigidity, using a channel and truss principle. The backs of cabi- 
nets are recessed so that wood grounds, to which the cabinets 
are attached, may be fastened to face of wall. Door and drawer 
pulls are satin-finish chromium plating on brass. 

A recess is provided at the bottom of all base cabinets for 
several purposes: to provide toe space; to keep dust mops off 
the cabinet proper during cleaning; and as a cove in which 
floor linoleum can be turned up. 



The finish on Elgin Cabinets is baked on at high temperatures. 
It is hard enough to avoid scratches, yet soft enough so that it 
will not chip, except under abuse. A number of pastel colors 
and harmonious combinations are available, in addition to white. 

The drawer slides are of telescopic channel construction, 
fastened to the cabinet with bolts, giving a smooth, easy, quiet 
operation. 

Elgin Cabinets are made from various gauges of specially 
selected steel, that is free from buckles, pits and scratches. 
Strength, rigidity and lightweight are requisite qualities. 

Continuous counter tops are available in sizes as ordered in 
stainless steel, monel metal, linoleum and laminated maple. 
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You don't have to be an architect or contractor, 
you don't even have to know how to make a 
scale drawing. But you can decide that you 
want your refrigerator here, your sink there and 
the range somewhere else. A rough sketch show- 
ing where the doors and windows are, and giv- 
ing their size and a few dimensions showing 
their relation to adjoining walls, together with 
over-all size of the kitchen will serve the pur- 
pose.

Smooth, flush surfaces are assured by acetylene welding, grinding, 
filing and polishing wherever side, top or bottom meet. Doors and 
drawers are even with the front surfaces. The drawers are mounted 
on channel telescopic slides, the receiving slides being bolted to the 
cabinet. Adjustable shelves in wall cabinets are on one-inch centers 
and have great supporting strength, by reason of the channel and truss 
construction. They are rubber cushioned on bearing surfaces and all 
sides to assure quietness. The chromium finished handles are modern 
and practical, like the semi-bullet type hinges, on which the doors 
operate perfectly. 

Throughout the whole Century line, there is a refinement of detail 
which may be expected in deluxe equipment.

Elgin Standard Cabinets are designed to meet the demand for a popu- 
lar priced kitchen cabinet without a sacrifice of beauty, strength or 
convenience. 

The construction in the Standard line has been simplified, resulting 
in a streamlined appearance. Drawers and doors fully overlap the 
front face of the cabinet and hinges are semi-concealed. Shelves are 
welded into position with folded and pressed down flanges which in- 
sure strength and provide smooth edges. Doors and drawer fronts 
are insulated and cushioned with rubber inserts for quietness. The 
drawers have the same telescopic channel slides as the Century line. 
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The illustration above shows a typical kitchen layout 
using different sizes and styles of Elgin Century Cabinets. 
There is a wall cabinet (A) 18" high above the re- 
frigerator. The other wall cabinets are 30 or 36" high, 
as desired. Base cabinets are shown both with drawers 
(C) and with drawer and cupboard (B). Sink fronts (D) 
are available in all widths from IS to 60" and fillers 
enable one to fill out odd size spaces under the sink.
